ftorm, a few days before the grand Preach armament, conditting of 
fixteen fhijts of the line, and twenty thoufand land forces, were to fail, 
fuppofed to have been deftined forthe inyafion of the fouthern coats of 
Ireland, while Thurot was to make a diverfion in the northern part of 
that kingdom. He lay for feveral days tofling and tumbling én, Tor«

blow him out into the ocean, and juft as he get off Uihant, he met 
Commodore Duff, who had been ftationed to watch the motions of the 
enemy, who informed him, that the French wre at ‘fea, and within 
a few hours fail of him. 

Here he pave notice to his oTicers of the approach of the enemy, 
and threw out the fignal for a general engagement, giving direétions 
to the matter to put him dircétly on board the French Admiral. A- 
bout four o’clock he deferied the enemy beating up againit the wind, 
it being foul weather, the wind having fhiftedin the courfe of the day 
to the north-weft. ‘I'he mafter obeyed the Admiral’s direétions, and 
after receiving the fire of the two fternmoft ‘hips, he came alongfide 
the French Admiral (Conflans) in the Royal Lonis of an hundred guns, 
whom he beat out of the line in about thirty-five minutes. The en- 
gagement was now extended to every part of the fléet} but as foon as 
it was perceived by Beaufremont, the French Vice-Admiral, that the 
Commander in Chief had been beaten out of the line, he immediately 
tacked, and {tood forthe river Villaine, with eight thips, which he 
made with great difficulty, and which he could never have effetted, if 
there had been an hour more day-light. ‘I'wo of the French thips were 
taken inthe bactle , the Royal Louis run on the'roék$, was abandon- 
ed, and went to pieces; and four others were either captured or de- 
ftroyed. As in the preceding war he fttuck the ‘firtt blow, which aid 
the foundation for the deftrudtion of the Fienclt naval power; fo, up- 
on this latter occafion, ‘he fully effected it ; for although the war coné 
tinued three years longer; the French never ventured to fend a {qua- 
dron to fea, not even a Commodore’s pennant. 

His late yidtory further Mrengthened him in his former opinion re- 
fpecting clofe quarters and regular lines of battle when the enemy 


' withed to-deeline an engagement, and perfectly convinced him, that 


waiting to form a regular line, anfwered no other end but that of af- 
fording the enemy an opportunity of ¢/aping. 

On his return to England, we believe, he was invefted with the en- 
figns of the Order of the Bath, and had a penfion nf two thoufand 
pounds a-year granted to him upon the Irith eftablifhment, for the par- 
tictilar fervices he had rendered that country, by defeating the defigns 
of the enemy, whofe intention it was to invade it. It was granted for 
thirty-one years, or, for the lives of himself and two fons—the only 
penfion which had been granted on that eftablifhment for feveral years 
that the Irith deemed te be founded on the claim of merit. "Indeed 
they expretied themftlves very fully on this fabjett “ori a fabfequert 
occafion ; for in a few years afterwards, when there was an enquiry 
fet on foot refpecting the penfion lift, the moft zealou. promoters of 
it declared in one voice, that the penfion granted to Sir Edward 
Hawke was clearly excluded from the obje&t of their enquiry; agree- 
ing that nothing gave them fo much fatisfaétion as that it was in the 
power of their country to promote the domettic happinefs of fo diftin- 
guilhed an hero, to whom every part of the Britith erhpire was under 
inch infinite obligations Ifwe miftake ridt, when the bill pafled for 
laying « tax of fwur thillings in the pound upon peniions, that granted 
to Sir Fdward Hawke was expreisly excepted. ° 

After the peace Sir Edward returned into domettic retitement, which 
he preferred to every thing clic, when not upon his proper elertent ; 
where he remained till November 1766, when he was applied to by 
lord Chatham to aflitt in the public conncils, tm the capacity of firtt 
Commiffioner of the Admiralty, He continued to fill this’ poft till 
December 1770, dr January t771, when he made way for Lord Sand- 
wich. 

He now took his final adiett of public life, and. retired to the coun- 
try, where he mottly refided till the einie of bis dedth. We caanut 
clofe this tketch without attefipting a light outline of his profeffional 
character, : ‘ 

‘The navy of England, upon the prefent fyftens on which it is con- 
dagted, is little mére than of one hundied and thirty. years ftanding; 
not that it was completely formed till fodn after the Reftoratin ; and 
among the feweral naval commandets who wdithinguithed thémfelves 
within that period, it will, we tralt, be generally acknowledged, that 
there were but rvo who can fland the comparifon, namely, Blake du- 
ring the Commonwealth and Prote€torate, and Raffel, afterwards Earl 
of Orford, in the reign of King William. 

Each of thtefe had, however, great advantage’ of intereft and peré 
fonal influerice, which were denied to Lord Hawke. The former, fo 
long as the Commenwealth fubfifted, was the darling of thofe iti 
power, as well on account of his political principles as profeffional me- 
rit, Cromwell, it is trac, conceived jealoufies againtt him, on a fiip- 
pofition that Blake did not approve of the fitbverfion of the then go- 
verniment, and upon that account end.avoured, ftom time td time, to 
keep him at fea under various pretexts. Yet in both inftances Blake 
had whatever be wanted, and was always the planer, as Well as execu- 
tor, of his own defigns. 4 

Raffel took to the fea under very fingular advantages; hé was 2 
nephew of the old Earl, afterwards Duke of Bedford, and of courfe a 
near relatidn ‘to Lord Rutitl—a fufficient recommendation to the 
Whigs. On the other hand, he ftood well with the Tories ; fo well 
at one tinic, that he was charged with being edncerned in a plot for 
reftoring the exiled King, with Pratt Bikop of Rochefter, the Earl of 
Marlborotigh, and feveral other great names; conicquently, whether 
the power was poflefled by Whigs or Tories, he was certain to be fup- 
ported. He, like Blake, was malter of his owmdefigns, Having foe 
quently executed thote meafures which he himfelf had planned at the 
Coutcil Board, while Mr Hawke was totally dettitute of any fupport 
which was not founded ona claim of perfonai merit. ‘The only per- 
fon, befides his fovereign, he ever had was his uncle Colonel Bladen, 
who died befure the Admital arrived to any exalted rank in his pro- 
feflion.

For, 
having pafftd the Oroonoke, he is every way furrounded by e- 
nemies; fo ‘that Wayne, Fayett, and Rochambeau, it was 
feared, might force him to an action in three weeks after the 
French landed; and, as our fleet was fo mauled in the late en- 
gagement, as to be obliged to retreat to New York, it would 
take up four or five weeks before they could ‘be put in a condi- 
tion to attempt to relieve him, even with the affiftance of Dig- 
by’s veffels. . Jbid. 

A correfpondent remarks, that the dearth of news from A- 
merica and the Weft Indies is not confined .to this kingdom ; 
the fame complaints are heard from Spain, frum France, and 
from Helland; the foreign prints are full of them; and the 
private letters by the mails all fpeak, as if the public expecta- 
tion was on tip-toe till they have received pacquets from fo- 
reign pafts.. 

Our accounts from the Mediterranean give us no caufe to be 
more apprebenfive for Minorca than for Gibraltar, as we have 
equal reafon to be fatisfied with our commanders and_their 
troops. Though the garrifon of St Philip’s is not numerous, 
yet they are in excellent order, and General Murray being 
previoufly prepared to expect the enemy, laid up a fafficient 
fupply of provifion to ferve them for four hundred days, fo that 
we have no caufe for immediate defpair, but, on the contrary, 
to hope, that as we are plentifully fupplicd with naval ftores of 
every kind, and our navy increafing, while our enemies (de- 
prived.of almoft their whole expected {tock) can fearcely be 
expected to improve, we fhall be able to contend with them, 

, and aft both garrifons, even if the overtures for either a ge- 
neral or feparate peace produce nothing in the courfe of the 
winter. 

Adminiftration have received fome fecret information by the 
way of France, within theie few days, which, from the nature 
of its reception amongft them, is indifputably of the higheft 
importance. Continual exprefles have been difpatched ever 
fince: its arrival to all the miniiters that are out of town, and 
Lord George Germain, who has been for fome days pait at 
Drayton, attending the celebration of his daughter’s nuptials, 
where he intended to have refided a week longer, has been fent 
for by exprefs, and a Council of the whole Cabinet is conven- 
ed, to meet to-morrow morning at eleven o’clock in Cleveland 
Row, ‘ previous to his Majefty’s levee at St James’s. 

It was yeiterday reported, that in confequence of a folemn 
determination of Council, orders had been fent to the Com- 
mander in Chief in America, to withdraw all his Majeity’s 
troops from that continent, excepting only from Canada and 
the Southern Provinces. It was further rumoured, that this 
refolution was grounded on the {peculative probability that the 
Americans would foorer or later find the French a much more 
troablefome ally than the Englith, and one day or other beg 
the interference of their cfd friends to fave them from the ty- 
ranny of their neq majfers. In the mean time, it is faid, our 
forces are to be employed in annoying tke Houfe of Bourbon, 
our natural foe. 

Within a few days the Minjiters at our Court, from the 


neutral powers, propofed a cefiation of hoitilities for fix months, | 


between us and the powers with whom we are at war ; but the 
Secretary of State, to whom the propofition was made, inform- 
ed them, that it was a thing to which the Court of London 
could by no means hiften.
